New Y ork, Aug. 13.—T he v ast as­ 
sem blage w hich gathered to w itnss the 
notification of W illiam Jen n in g s Bry- 
and 
A rth u r 
Sewall as nom inees for 
p resid en t 
and 
vice-president on the 
dem ocratic tick et w as called to order 
W ednesday precisely a t 8:15 p. rn., 
by C hairm an Jones of th e national 
com m ittee. 
Hon. E llio tt D anforth of 
New Y ork was m ade chairm an. 
Mr. 
D anforth said: 
"‘You did not expect from 
me 
r. 
speech, and in th a t you will not be 
disappointed. 
I have pleasure in pre­ 
sen tin g to you as chairm an of the noti­ 
fication com m ittee 
the 
distinguished 
governor of M issouri, the Hon. W illiam 
J . Stone.” 
Gov. Stone stepped to the 
fro n t of th e platform , and when th e 
o u tb u rst of applause 
had 
subsided 
m ade th e speech of notification. 
A t theconclusion of Gov. Stone’s re­ 
m ark s he handed to Mr. B ryan an 
engrossed copy of the resolution of 
notification adopted by th e com m ittee. 
W hen Mr. B ryan took the parchm ent 
th ere was a wild outburst of applause, 
and w hile it was still filling th e hall, 
C hairm an D anforth said: “ Fellow -citi- 
zens, th e next speaker needs no in tro ­ 
duction a t my hands, for his nam e is 
a household word throughout the land. 
I have the pleasure in presenting to 
you th e dem ocratic nom inee for presi­ 
dent of th e U nited States, th e Hon. 
W illiam J. B ryan.” 
Th© applause continued for some 
m inutes and was renew ed again and 
again, Mr. B ryan standing and w ait­ 
in g for an opportunity to begin his 
speech. 
Forem ost am ong the prom inent m en 
on the platform , seated a t the left, 
w as 
A rth u r 
Sewall, th e B ath ship­ 
builder 
and 
candidate for the vice­ 
presidency, 
a vigorous-looking m an 
whose fram e told of the New E ngland 
air. 
There was Gov. Stone of M issouri, 
a thin-faced m an, m inisterial in his 
bearing, and the presiding officer, E l­ 
liot D anforth, ex -treasu rer of the state 
of New York. 
Among the prom inent 
dem ocrats arrayed back of the p lat­ 
form were: 
Senators B lanchard of 
L ouisiana, G orinan of M aryland, Roach 
of 
N orth 
D akota, T illm an of South 
C arolina; Congressm en R ichardson and 
M cM illin of Tennessee, L ivingston of 
G eorgia, R usk of M aryland; Gov. Hogg 
of Texas, and m any others who had 
borne p arts in the convention which 
nom inated Mr. Bryan. 
F in ally Mr. B ryan m anaged to still 
th e applause, and began his speech 
am id st com parative silence. H is speech 
in p a rt w as as follows: 
“Those who stand upon th e Chicago 
platform are prepared to m ake know n 
and to defend every m otion w hich in ­ 
fluences them , every purpose which a n ­ 
im ates them and every hop* which in ­ 
spires 
them . 
A ndrew 
Jackson 
has 
stated w ith adm irable clearness both 
the duty and the sphere of governm ent 
H e said: 
‘D istinctions in society w ill 
alw ays exist under every ju st govern 
m ent. 
E quality of talents, of educa­ 
tion or of w ealth cannot be produced 
by hum an 
institutions. 
In 
the full 
enjoym ent of the.^gdfts of heaven and 
th e fru its of s u p c !^ r industry, econo­ 
m y and v irtu e every m an is equally en ­ 
titled to protection by law .’ 
W e yield 
to none in our devotion to the doctrine 
ju st enunciated. 
“Our cam paign has not for its object 
th e reconstruction of society. 
W e can­ 
n o t insure to the vicious the fru its of 
a virtuous life; we w’ould not invade 
th e hom e of the provident in order to 
supply the w ants of the spendthrift; 
we do not propose to tran sfer the re­ 
w ards of industry to the lap of indo­ 
lence. 
Property is-and will rem ain the 
stim ulus to endeavor and the com pen­ 
sation for toil. 
Wre believe, as asserted 
in th e 
declaration of 
independence, 
th a t all m en are created equal; but 
th a t does not m ean th a t all men are 
or can be equal in possessions, in abil­ 
ity or in m erit. 
It sim ply m eans th a t 
all shall stand equal before the law, 
and th at governm ent officials shall not, 
in m aking, construing or enforcing the 
law , discrim inate betw een citizens. 
“W e are not surprised to find a r­ 
rayed ag ain st us those who are the 
beneficiaries of governm ent favoritism 
they have read our platform . 
Nor 
are we surprised to learn th a t we m ust 
in th is cam paign face the hostility of 
those who find a pecuniary advantage 
in advocating th e doctrine of noninter­ 
ference w hen g reat 
aggregations of 
w ealth are trespassing upon the rights 
of individuals. 
W e welcome such op­ 
position—it is the highest indorsem ent 
w hich 
could be bestowed 
upon us. 
W e a re content to have the co-opera­ 
tion of those w ho desire to have the 
governm ent adm inistered w ithout fear 
or favor.” 
He defended th e incom e tax plank 
of th e Chicago platform in eloquent 
w ords, concluding: 
“The last income 


J is not new, nor is iv oasea upon aos- 
■ tility to th e rich.” 
He then turned to the param ount is­ 
sue of the cam paign, the m oney ques­ 
tion, saying: 
“It is scarcely necessary to defend the 
principle of bim etallism . 
No national 
p arty during the entire history of the 
U nited States has ever declared against, 
and no p arty in this cam paign has had 
th e tem erity to oppose it. T he repub­ 
lican platform expressly declares that 
D ltm etaiiism 
is 
desirable 
w hen 
It 
pledges the republican p arty to aid in 
securing it as soon as the assistance 
of certain foreign nations can be ob­ 
tained. 
Those who 
represented 
the 
m inority sentim ent in the Chicago con­ 
vention opposed the free coinage of 
silver by the United States by independ­ 
en t action on the ground th at, in their 
judgm ent, it would retard or entirely 
prevent th e establishm ent of in te rn a ­ 
tional bim etallism , to which the efforts 
of the governm ent should he steadily 
directed. 
The gold standard has been 
weighed in the balance and found w ant­ 
ing. 
T ake from it the pow erful sup­ 
p ort of the 
m oney-ow ning 
and 
the 
m oney-changing classes and it cannot 
stan d for one day in any nation in the 
w orld. It w as fastened upon the U nited 
S tates w ithout discussion before the 
people, and its friends have never yet 
been w illing to risk a verdict before the 
voters upon th a t issue. 
“Our opponents som etim es adm it th a t 
it was a m istake to dem onetize silver, 
but insist th a t we should subm it to 
present conditions rath e r th an retu rn 
to the bim etallic system . 
They e rr in 
supposing th a t we have reached the 
end of the evil resu lts of a gold sta n ­ 
dard; we have not reached th e end. 
The injury is a continuing one, and no 
person can say how long the world is 
to suffer from the attem p t to m ake gold 
the only standard money. 
T he sam e 
influences which are now operating to 
destroy silver in the U nited States w ill, 
if successful here, be turned against 
other silver-using countries, and each 
new convert of the gold standard will 
add to the general distress. 
So long 
as th e scram ble for 
gold 
continues 
prices m ust fall, and a general fall in 
prices is but another definition of hard 
tim es. 
“The farm ers are opposed to th e gold 
standard because they have felt its ef­ 
fects. Since they sell a t w holesale and 
buy at retail they have lost more th an 
they have gained by falling prices, and, 
besides this, they have found th a t cer­ 
tain fixed charges have not fallen at 
i all. 
Taxes have not been perceptibly 


of the dollar; we also apply the law 
of supply and dem and to silver when 
we say th at a new dem and for silver 
created by law will raise the price of 
oliver bullion. 
“If our m ints are opened to free and 
unlim ited coinage at the present ratio 
m erchandise silver cannot come here, 
because the labor applied to it has 
m ade it w orth m ore in the form of 
m erchandise than it will be w orth at 
our m ints. 
W e cannot even expect all 
of the annual product of silver, be­ 
cause India, China, Japan, Mexico and 
all the o th tr 
silver-using 
countries 
m ust satisfy th eir annual needs from 
the annual produot; the a rts will re­ 
quire a large am ount, and the gold- 
stan d ard 
countries 
will need a con­ 
siderable quantity for subsidiary coin­ 
age. 
“W e will be required to coin only that 
which is not needed elsew here; hut if 
we stand ready to take and utilize all 
of it, o ther nations will be compelled to 
buy a t the price which we fix. 
I am 
firm ly convinced th at by opening our 
m ints to free and unlim ited coinage at 
the present ratio we can create a de­ 
m and for silver which will keep the 
price of silver bullion at $1.29 an ounce, 
m easured by gold. 
“Our opponents cannot 
ignore the 
fact th a t gold is now going abroad in 
spite of all legislation intended to pre­ 
vent it, and no silver is being coined to 
tak e its place. Not only is gold going 
abroad now, but it m ust continue to go 
abroad as long as the present financial 
policy is adhered to, unless we con­ 
tin u e to borrow from across the ocean, 
and even then we sim ply postpone the 
evil, because the am ount borrow ed, to­ 
gether w ith in terest upon it, 
m ust 
be repaid in appreciating dollars. There 
is only one way to stop the increasing 
flow of gold from our shores, and th at 
is to stop falling prices. 
The restora 
tion of bim etallism will not only stop 
falling prices, but will—to some extent 
—restore prices by reducing the w orld’s 
dem and for gold. 
“Those who deny th e ability of the 
U nited States to m aintain the parity 
betw een gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio w ithout foreign aid point to 
Mexico and assert th a t the opening of 
our m ints will reduce us to a silver 
basis and raise gold to a prem ium . 
It 
is no reflection upon our sister republic 
to rem ind our people th at the U nited 
S tates is m uch g reater than Mexico in 
area, in population and in com m ercial 
strength. 
It is absurd to assert th a t 
the U nited States is not able to do any-

THE RAILROAD TIME-TABLES 


Deniers In th e A rticle Mast Get It Oat Of 
th e Way By Septem ber 4. 
Internal revenue officials are noti­ 
fying all dealers in filled cheese that 
the new law regarding that article 
will go into effect September 4 and 
that if they have any on hand at that j 
date they must pay the tax on it and 
comply 
with the other regulations, j 
The tax is I cent a pound and the re­ 
tail dealer must pay an annual fee of 
18. 
The cheese must be stamped lop 
and bottom and around the outside in 
black letters and the retailer rn abl 
also display a sign with letters six 
inches 
long: 
“ Filled Cheese Sold 
Here.” 
Failure to comply with these 
regulations renders the dealer liable 
to a fine of $50 and the cheese to con­ 
fiscation. 
The largest filled cheese 
business has been done in northern 
Illinois, where
